It em¬ 
phasizes the importance of not leaving things in aisles or other places 
w here people might st unihlc on I hem, and also advises I he use of simple 
clothing which not only will make your work easier hut also prevent 
possible accidents. If it should happen the job you are taking re¬ 
quires the use of special equipment such as safety goggles, eye shields, 
gloves, etc., these are provided and explained. You are also given 
pamphlets on the subject of safety which you may read later.
